Now the late riots in question were not due to any 
prosperity of the Indians but to their extreme wretched condition, When the people 
are starving and see no way to ameliorate their condition, they grow desperate and 
cause disturbance on some pretext or other. No sane man would hold that riots could 
be the sign of the prosperous céndition of any-nation. The Indians have lost almost 
all their trades and professions, their wants being supplied by other countries.
